REMARKS 

The Office Action dated July 18, 2007, has been received and carefully noted. 
The above amendments to the claims, and the following remarks, are submitted as a full 
and complete response thereto. 

Claims 21, 40, and 59 are currently pending in the application. Claims 21, 40, and 
59 were indicated as containing allowable subject matter, but were objected to as 
dependent on rejected base claims. Claims 21, 40, and 59 have been rewritten in 
independent form, including all the limitations of the base claims upon which the claims 
respectively previously depended. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that claims 
21, 40, and 59 are in condition for allowance, and a timely notice of allowance is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-20, 22-39, 41-58, and 60-63 have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Thus, the rejections of those claims are moot, and should be withdrawn. 
Withdrawal of those rejections is respectfully requested.
